To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Urban  District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

1  beg  to  submit  my  Report  for  the  year  ending  December 
31st,  1937. 

1  am  sorry  to  say  that  the  t'otton  trade  has  not  improved. 
The  largest  Mill  in  the  district — Mersey  Mill — has  been  razed 
to  the  ground.  People  are  leaving  the  district,  whilst  those 
who  remain  are  obliged  to  find  work  elsewhere.  There  is  also 
an  element  coming  into  the  area,  the  kind  who  are  here  to-day 
and  gone  to-morrow.  These  people  do  the  district  no  good 
and  should  be  discouraged  from  coming. 

With  a  good  Sewage  Scheme  the  District  could  be 
developed  into  a  residential  one. 

To  think  of  it  ever  being  a  prosperous  cotton  manufactur¬ 
ing  area  again  must  be  ruled  out  of  the  question.  New 
industries  must  be  found  to  take  the  place  of  the  old. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


We  have  been  very  fortunate  in  not  having  an  epidemic  of 
Diphtheria,  seeing  that  there  has  been  an  epidemic  in  the 
surrounding  districts.

HOUSING  AND  LIGHTING. 

One  new  house  was  built  during  1!>M7.  Nearly  till  houses 
are  now  lighted  by  electricity;  also,  a  good  deal  of  cooking  is 
done  by  it.  The  streets  and  secondary  roads  are  all  lighted 
with  electricity.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 


Hospital. — A  Fever  Hospital  is  situated  in  Mottram 
Moor.  There  are  six  male  and  six  female  beds.  The  cost  of 
upkeep  is  divided  between  the  Longdendale  U.D.C.  and  'Tint 
wistle  R.D.C. 

Serious  cases  of  Diphtheria  or  Membranous  Croup  are 
sent  to  the  Hyde  Borough  Fever  Hospital. 

Small  pox. — Beds  are  retained  in  the  I  lartshcad  Smallpox 
Hospital  for  cases  occurring  in  the  district. 

Tuberculosis. — Cases  of  Tuberculosis  attend  the  clinic  in 
I  lyde  provided  by  the  County  Council.  ( )n  the  recommendation 
of  the  County  Council  Tuberculosis  Officer,  eases  are  sent  to 
sanatoria. 

Maternity . — There  is  no  Maternity  Home  in  the  district, 
but  an  increasing  number  of  women  are  availing  themselves  of 
the  facilities  offered  by  the  Lake  Hospital  and  District  Infir¬ 
mary.  Ashton-under- Lyne,  and  the  Partington  Maternity 
Home.  Glossop. 

Children. — Children  requiring  hospital  treatment  either 
go  to  the  Children's  Hospital.  Pendlebury,  Manchester,  or  to 
the  District  Infirmary,  Ashton-under-Lyne.  Both  of  these 
institutions  are  supported  by  voluntary  subscriptions. 

Ambulance  Facilities. — For  infectious  cases  the  infectious 
hospital  ambulance  at  Hyde  is  used.  For  non-infectious  and 
accident  cases  an  arrangement  is  made  with  the  Hyde  and 
Glossop  Corporations  to  send  their  ambulances.

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Public  Health  Officers. — The  Staff  consists  of  a  part-time 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  a  Sanitary  Inspector.  The 
salaries  of  both  are  subsidised  by  Exchequer  grants. 

Professional  Nursing. —  There  are  two  District  Nurses  in 
your  district.  One  for  Mottram  and  Broadbottom,  whose 
salary  is  chiefly  derived  from  the  Elizabeth  Beardoe  Chapman 
Charity  and  voluntary  subscriptions.  There  is  also  one  for 
Hollingworth,  supported  by  voluntary  subscriptions. 

Midwives. — There  is  one  Midwife  practising  in  the  dis¬ 
trict — she  is  subsidised  by  the  County  Council  and  resides  in 
Hollingworth. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  public  water  supply  is  excellent,  being  obtained  from 
springs  situated  above  Arntield. 

A  good  report  was  obtained  from  a  sample  sent  for 
analysis. 

A  sample  of  water  collected  from  the  supply  to  Roe  Cross 
was  sent  for  a  Bacteriological  examination.  The  report  was 
not  satisfactory,  proving  there  was  some  contamination.  The 
supply  was  traced  and  found  to  be  contaminated  by  surface 
water.  This  was  stopped,  and  on  another  sample  being  sent, 
the  report  was  satisfactory. 

The  private  water  supply  to  iff*  houses,  Market  Street, 
Broadbottom,  and  5  houses  and  one  club,  King  Street. 
Broadbottom,  was  reported  to  be  bad  on  Bacteriological 
examination.  Owing  to  the  nature  of  the  ground  it  was  not 
possible  to  make  a  thorough  examination  of  the  supply. 
Consequently,  I  recommended  the  Council  to  serve  Notices  on 
the  owner  to  cut  off  their  private  supply  and  link  up  with  the 
public  one. 

Hattersley  is  supplied  from  wells.  In  some  cases  the 
water  is  contaminated  and  very  unsatisfactory. 

PREVENTION  OF  BLINDNESS. 

Persons  suffering  from  diseases  ol  the  eye  which  may 
lead  to  blindness  are  sent  to  the  Royal  Eye  Hospital,  Man¬ 
chester,  or  to  the  District  Infirmary,  Ashton-under- Lyne. 

A  lady  health  visitor  visits  the  blind  every  fortnight. 
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TUBERCULOSIS. 


No  person  suffering'  from  Tuberculosis  in  any  of  its  forms 
is  connected  with  tile  distribution  of  milk  or  has  been  com¬ 
pulsorily  removed  to  a  hospital.

According  to  a  report  issued  by  the  County  M.O.H., 
1  .98  per  1,000  ol  population  from  your  district  are  suffering 
from  Tuberculosis  in  one  of  its  forms.  This  is  very  creditable, 
being  the  seventh  lowest  in  the  County  of  Chester. 

Of  the  two  new  cases  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis,  one 
was  sent  for  Sanatorium  treatment  and  the  other  went  to 
reside  in  the  Borough  of  Stalybridge. 

Eighteen  specimens  of  Sputum  were  sent  to  the  laboratory 
at  Chester.  Four  were  positive  and  fourteen  negative.

Diphtheria . — As  this  disease  was  prevalent  in  the  sur¬ 
rounding  districts,  all  suspicious  throats  were  swabbed  and 
where  a  case  of  Diphtheria  was  discovered  all  contacts  were 
swabbed. 

In  one  house  there  were  three  cases  of  diphtheria  and  two 
carriers.  The  latter  were  isolated  until  we  got  two  negative 
swabs. 

In  this  case  there  was  a  defective  drain.  Whether  this  was 
the  cause  of  the  diphtheria  1  should  not  like  to  say.  As  regards 
the  other  cases,  they  had  been  working  in  a  district  where 
there  were  a  number  of  cases.  Three  cases  were  taken  to 
hospital  and  three  nursed  at  home.  There  was  one  death. 

There  is  no  systematic  immunization  provided  by  the  Council, 
but  Medical  Practitioners  immunize  patients  who  desire  it. 

Scarlet  Fever. — These  cases  were  mild.  They  were 
isolated  and  nursed  at  home. 

All  the  houses  were  fumigated  on  termination  of  the 
disease.

SCHOOLS. 

There  are  four  Schools  in  your  district,  one  in  Holling- 
worth,  two  in  Mottram  and  one  in  Broadbottom.  1'hey  are 
all  well  built,  with  a  good  water  supply,  sufficient  air  space  and 
good  lighting. 


SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

\\  hat  1  said  in  my  report  for  193(5  appertains  at  the  end  of 
1937.  There  has  been  no  extension  of  the  sewers.  Engineers 
have  been  asked  to  report  on  the  cost  of  sewering  the  whole 
district. 

I  cannot  trace  any  fever  or  other  disease  due  to  lack  of 
proper  drainage  and  sewering. 

However,  in  the  I’Oth  century  we  expect  the  Water 
Carriage  system  to  be  universal,  and,  where  possible  ought 
to  be. 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  villages  are  supplied  with  milk  from  the  surrounding 
farms.  Samples  of  milk  are  taken  by  the  County  Council  and 
tested  tor  T.B.  and  adulteration.  I  am  unable  to  get  the 
results  of  the  tests  for  T.B.  and  cannot  say  whether  there  have 
been  any  cases.  As  regards  Adulteration,  I  refer  you  to  Mr. 
Hallard's  report.

MEDICAL  OFFICER’S  REPORT  FOR  1937. 

Medical  Officer:  Ernest  Talbot ,  M.B.,  Ch.B. 

Health  Visitor:  Miss  A.  Bullough ,  S.C.M.,  S.R.N.,  R.S.l. 

The  meetings  are  held  fortnightly  (on  Wednesdays)  at  St. 
Mary’s  School,  Hollingworth. 

During  the  year  the  Centre  was  opened  on  twenty-five 
occasions.  I  he  following  are  the  figures  of  attendances:  —

The  attendances  for  the  year,  and  the  interest  of  the 
mothers  have  been  well  maintained.  Though  the  Centre  was 
only  opened  on  twenty-five  occasions,  as  compared  with 
twenty-six  the  previous  year,  the  number  of  attendances  shows 
an  increase.  The  infants  have  been  well  clothed  and  clean, 
and  the  standard  of  health  has  been  good.  The  knowledge 
that  periodic  supervision  of  the  health  of  their  infants  is  avail¬ 
able,  and  the  fact  that  a  safe  milk  supply  can  be  purchased  at 
a  reasonable  cost  (a  consideration  at  the  present  time)  should 
encourage  the  mothers  to  bring  their  infants  to  the  Centre. 
The  Welfare  Centre  is  not  a  charity  and  should  not  be  regarded 
as  such.  These  Centres  have  been  organised  by  the  health 
authorities  to  ensure  the  any  young  infant  should  have  every 
opportunity  of  making  a  good  start  in  life,  tor  the  foundation 
of  which  good  health  is  of  prime  importance.  In  this  world  ot 
keen  competition  it  is  obvious  that  the  maintenance  of  sound 
health  will  be  a  more  important  factor  than  ever  in  the  years 
that  lie  ahead  of  the  younger  generation. 
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Fortunately,  unemployment  in  the  district  does  not  appear 
to  have  had  any  adverse  or  marked  effect  upon  the  health  ol 
the  infants  attending  the  Centre,  hut  one  has  to  hear  in  mind 
that  where  a  family  is  living  on  short  rations,  it  is  usually  the 
younger  members  who  fare  best,  and  therefore  it  is  rarely  that 
we  see  underfed  and  undernourished  infants  at  the  Clinic. 
When  it  is  found  that  a  mother  is  unable  to  provide  the  milk 
essential  for  her  baby,  a  grant  of  free  milk  can  lie  obtained  by 
bringing  this  fact  to  the  notice  of  the  Health  Visitor. 

Sometimes,  in  spite  of  the  most  careful  nursing  and 
feeding  by  the  mother,  the  infant  steadily  goes  down  hill,  and 
loses  weight  rapidly.  Such  cases  demand  more  care  and 
attention,  and  often  treatment  that  cannot  be  got  at  home.  In 
these  circumstances  the  Centre  can  be  of  service.  For 
example,  one  infant  weighed  less  at  three  months  old  than 
when  it  was  born.  This  was  obviously  a  case  requiring  con¬ 
stant  and  experienced  nursing  and  treatment.  Through  the 
good  offices  of  the  President  of  the  Ladies’  Committee 
arrangements  were  made  for  this  infant  to  be  admitted  to  a 
hospital  where  the  sole  occupation  of  the  staff  consists  in 
nursing  delicate  babies  back  to  health.  The  infant  in  question 
eventually  returned  home  completely  recovered,  and  has  con¬ 
tinued  to  make  good  progress.  It  is  very  doubtful  whether 
this  child  would  have  survived  at  home.  1  mention  this  case 
merely  to  point  out  the  advantage  of  having  members  of  the 
Ladies  Committee  who  are  interested  in  Infant  Welfare  and 
are  willing  to  give  their  time  to  such  deserving  and  practical 
work. 

Where  it  is  considered  that  a  child  requires  some  special 
treatment,  such  as  dental  and  sunlight  treatment,  or  the 
removal  of  tonsils  and  adenoids,  arrangements  may  be  made 
by  the  County  Health  Authority  for  this  to  be  carried  out.

Advantage  has  been  taken  oi  such  services  during  the  year, 
with  decided  improvement  in  general  health  in  all  cases.  Such 
treatment  is,  however,  only  arranged  after  reference  to,  or  at 
the  request  ot  the  patient’s  own  doctor. 

The  Toddlers'  Days  which  are  held  quarterly  on  the  first 
Centre  Day  of  February,  May,  August  and  November,  are 
arranged,  primarily,  with  the  object  of  encouraging  the 
attendance  of  children  between  the  ages  of  two  and  five  yearb. 
Judging  by  the  increasing  number  of  children  attending  on 
these  days,  it  appears  that  the  mothers  appreciate  this  innova¬ 
tion.  This  fact  is  welcomed,  for  it  is  important  that  medical 
supervision  of  infants  should  continue  after  they  have  reached 
the  age  of  two  years.  Thereby  physical  defects  and  ill-health 
could  be  detected  during  their  early  stages,  and  so  ensure  that 
a  child  starting  school  would  have  the  best  possible  health  and 
physique.  Our  duty  then,  is  to  supervise  the  health  of  the 
child  until  the  time  when  this  charge  is  undertaken  by  the 
School  Medical  Officer. 

Nurse  Barker  retired  from  her  post  of  Health  Visitor  on 
May  Iftith.  For  many  years  she  has  worked  enthusiastically 
and  conscientiously  on  behalt  oi  the  infants  in  the  district. 
Many  mothers  will  not  readily  forget  her  outspoken  criticism 
on  matters  relating  to  the  health,  nursing  and  feeding  of  their 
children.  We  wish  Nurse  Barker  health  and  contentment  in 
her  retirement.  She  has  been  succeeded  by  Nurse  Bullough, 
who  took  up  her  duties  on  June  Oth .  She  is  efficient,  capable 
and  tactful,  and  undoubtedly  well  qualified  to  give  useful  and 
practical  advice  in  her  capacity  of  Health  \  isitor.  1  feel  sure 
the  mothers  will  appreciate  her  services. 

Thanks  and  appreciation  are  due  to  the  Ladies'  Committee 
for  the  willing  services  and  help  which  have  always  been  so 
freely  given.

All  premises  where  milk  is  produced  or  retailed  have  been 
inspected  during  the  year,  and  I  am  pleased  to  report  progress 
as  regards  Cowsheds,  practically  all  standing  in  same  are  now 
concreted  and  properly  channelled  and  are  a  great  improve¬ 
ment.  There  are  also  improvements  in  several  of  the  dairies, 
appliances  having  been  fixed  for  dealing  with  milk  and 
cleansing  of  utensils,  which  is  essential.

Any  case  of  Rat  Infested  premises  reported  or  located  in 
the  district  is  immediately  attended  to.  The  method  adopted 
for  exterminating  the  rodents  is  by  laying  of  Klearwell  Rat 
Biscuits,  which  are  very  effective,  if  the  usual  precautions  are 
taken. 

DISINFECTION  AFTER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

All  premises  where  there  have  been  Infectious  cases 
reported  have  been  disinfected  and  fumigated,  and  in  particular 
cases  bedding  has  been  removed  and  destroyed.
